NEWS OR NOT 


Beulah Boy Was Hot 


Reading the Columbus newspapers dur- 
ing our recent visit at Beulah Park, we 
were intrigued by the names of the 
selectors. The 3 papers paid Beulah scant 
notice except for the selections, which 
ysually were given prominent display on 
the sports pages. The names of the 8 
selectors (2 in one paper and 3 in each of 
the 2 others) included such alliterations as 
Beulah Bob. Clocker Charlie, Long-Shot 
Larry. and Raylbird Ray. 

We asked Jack Kavanagh, Beulah 
publicity man, about the identity of the 
selectors. and learned that he himself was 
responsible. The newspapers, had wanted 
entries. results. stories, and selections from 
Beulah, but they hadn’t wanted to do the 
jobs themselves. If Kavanagh would 
write the copy the newspapers would print 
it, but they could not spare a man from 
their own. staffs. 

Kavanagh finally persuaded a mutuel 
calculator to take over one set of selec- 
tions, but he made the other 7 selections 
throughout the meeting. 

How about his percentages? “Tremend- 
ous, if you take all of them. I kept a re- 
cord of my selections, and discovered that 
3 of them made money. for the meeting. 
One of those was ‘Longshot Larry’ who 
had the 2 longest prices of the meeting. 
There was no good reason to pick either 
of the winners except that they were long- 
shots. That was the only criterion I used 
in the ‘Longshot Larry’ picks.” 

One day as we left the track. 2 men 
at the gate were discussing their wagers. 

“That Beulah Boy had a hell of day— 
4 winners.” 

“Yeah, but that Clocker Charlie only 
had 3 horses that got second. I don’t see 
why the newspaper lets some guy like that 
make selections.”

He told us he wasn’t in the 
market for breeding stock. but was attend- 
ing the sale with his trainer, Reggie 
Cornell. who was in the market. 

Griegorian said his colt Arrogate, a 
stakes winner of more than $120.000. was 
doing fine on the West Coast, and that 
he and Cornell were searching for good 
horses in training to supplement Griegor- 
ian’s 6-horse stable. 

Griegorian is in horse racing for fun. 
His principal business is raising hogs on 
his 200-acre farm near Corona. He has 
10.000 hogs and some cattle on the farm. 

“Sure, the hog market is bad, but it'll 
pick up. Say. you don’t know where I 


could buy a good horse, do you?” he said.

NEW YORK 
Facelifting First at Aqueduct 


The Greater New York Association. the 
non-profit, co-operative owner of all New 
York racing facilities. will make Belmont 
Park the major racing center in the state 
—but the first track at which improve- 
ments will be made is Aqueduct. 

At a meeting last week of the GNYA 
building committee, of which Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt is chairman, it was decided to 
start reconstruction with Aqueduct. since 
that track would be closed several months 
next year while the Long Island Railroad 
turned over its properties to the Rapid 
Transit System. While Aqueduct is tied 
up by the change in transportation, the 
GNYA will rebuild the racing surface 
to eliminate the sharp turns and will move 
any stables which need relocating. 

While this work is going on at Aqueduct. 
Belmont and Jamaica will carry the New 
York season. The building committee said 
the Aqueduct job should be finished by 
mid-summer. at which time work would 
begin on the rehabilitation of Belmont. 

“Plans and surveys for this work are. 
of course, under way in the hope that work 
may be started at once when it is possible 
to race again at Aqueduct. While the 
work is being done at Belmont. racing will 
be continued at Jamaica and Aqueduct.” 

The announcement also said it was the 
aim of the new association to “continue 
top level racing at Saratoga.” 


Nasrina and Blacktype 


New York. Trainer Ed = Christmas 
wasted little time in New York after his 
Nasrina won the money in the $86.700 
Frizette Stakes at Jamaica. The Maryland 
trainer took the year’s leading money- 
Winning 2-year-old filly out of her Belmont 
Park stall 36 hours after she had won her 
second rich purse in 13 days and headed 
for home. 

Nasrina had been around New York for 
quite some time, coming up from Mary- 
land at the end of the spring racing sea- 
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son there. The handsome filly had been 
seen in workouts over Belmont’s big 
track, and many a clocker’s inside pages 
contained the notation “Christmas’ Red 
Shoes filly by *Nasrullah.” But she did 
pot run until the second day of the Sara- 
toga meeting. when Christmas felt that she 
had grown sufficiently and was ready to 
stand the rigors of racing. 

The patience certainly seems to have 
paid off. Nasrina showed speed and 
class while finishing second in her first 
race. but she was unable to cope with 
such quick fillies as Dark Charger in the 
Schuylerville Stakes later in the meeting. 
She drew a poor position in the rich Ma- 
tron Stakes and finished fifth. which was 
miles better than Christmas had predicted 
after the drawing. 

At Garden State things took a_ better 
turn as Nasrina was second to Cosmah 
before whipping Eugene Mori’s filly in 
the Gardenia. 

The clean-limbed filly was favorite in 
the Frizette against Cosmah. even though 
the score stood at one victory apiece. A 
close third choice was Ogden Phipps’ Pro 
Beno, which had taken an allowance race 
over the track in faster time than that of 
the Gardenia. Then came Noors Image. 
which had been fourth in the Gardenia. 

The pre-race handicapping stood up as 
Nasrina worked her way around the field 
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vend won by 184 lengths. Her time was 
exactly what it had taken her to win the 
Cardenia, but indications were the Fri- 
zette might have been a little tougher 
race. Nasrina had to fight her way past 
Cosmah and then had to stand off the 
late run of Noors Image. She did both 
jobs well. 


Blacktype’s Headline 


One of the races in the condition book 
for the day of the Frizette was an optional- 
claiming handicap for the cheaper type of 
distance performers. It seemed just right 
for a 7-year-old gelding named Blacktype, 
and there were doubts that anyone would 
run against the old fellow. He had won 
the last 5 races of this type. 

Blacktype skipped this race and went 
to New Jersey. where his record was 
stopped — but it took 135 pounds and a 
mile and a quarter to do it. Had_ this 
same record been compiled by a stakes 
campaigner he would be near the top of 
the heap. But all Blacktype seemed to 
be able to earn was more weight. 

The old campaigner is where he is be- 
cause of poor underpinnings and bad 
back. Trainer Jack Weipert Jr. can't 
explain the sudden string of wins except 
that “he just feels good. His back must 
have stopped hurting at the same time his 
old legs felt better.” Whatever the reason 
Blacktype has been winning races and a 
lot of friends. 

Blacktype won his first race of 1955 in 
August against $3.500 company. Until the 
Garden State race he hadn’t been stopped. 
He won for $5,000 at Aqueduct and then 
went into the optional-claiming series 
there and at Belmont. He won by as 
much as 8 lengths and as little as a nose. 
Jed Atkinson. who had refused to ride on 
Belmont’s turf course after falling in the 
first race run over it. was booked to ride 
Blacktype in his last race, which was to 
be on the turf. Rain moved the race to 
the main course, but Atkinson said that 
le would have ridden Blacktype on the 
grass course anyhow. 

The gelded son of Market Wise has 
been up and down for Weipert and owner 
Jehn Dordan. since the young trainer 
claimed him in the spring of 1951. Until 
this year Weipert never had been able to 
train him past September. “Every fall 
at Aqueduct we would be going along 
fine and then he’d go out on me. I guess

he’s bowed 4 years now. But this season 
he kept right on going.” 

Blacktype’s only stakes engagement will 
be in the year’s final stakes event in New 
York, the 2;';-mile Display Handicap on 
closing day. 

Blacktype will be no stranger in stakes 
ccmpany. He took a try at the Ascot 
Gold Cup in Ohio. but he didn’t fare too 
well on the three-quarter mile track. His 
mind was too strong to win the 2-mile 
race. Weipert can’t forget it to this day. 
“He was simply galloping along 10 or 12 
in front the first 2 times around. and then 
I guess he figured that the race must 
be over because he stopped to a stand- 
still. Sidney Cole. who was riding him. 
couldn't do anything about it. He just 
stopped and stood there while the other- 
went past him. When he saw them go 
by, he started up again and actually got 
to the lead again after letting them pass 
him, but it took too much out of him and 
he got nailed on the wire.” It’s hoped he 
has learned his lesson. because in the Dis- 
play he will have to make 2 full trips 
around the track. 


Topics of Business 


In the matter of business. Aqueduct’s 
increase of 5 per cent in both attendance 
and handle was followed by a disastrous 
drop at Belmont. The Greater New York 
Association was having no trouble at all 
showing how to operate a non-profit race 
meeting. The drop-off measured 12.2 per 
cent in attendance and 11.6 per cent in 
handle. The reason: the weather. Perfect 
climate at Aqueduct was followed by rain 
at Belmont on all but one of its Satur- 
days and big days. The World Series also 
cut attendance, as it had the year before. 
A total of $48.808.879 was bet by 578.487 
persons in 1954. $43.164.801 was bet by 
507.482 during the 25-day meeting this 
year. 

The United Hunts’ 2-day session attract- 
ed 31.381 and $2.984.579. Since the Hunts 
offered purses totaling $123.600 in those 
2 days, it is hard to see much profit, but 
the Temple Gwathmey made a lot of 
friends for the steeplechasing sport. 

Before the Belmont meeting was com- 
pleted the mutuel department held an 
election among its employees to determine 
the bargaining agent to represent it in 
negotiations with the new association. The 
Independent Association, which had been 
the agent, soundly whipped the proposed 
Fiat Track Mutuel Employees’ Union. 
State of New York. Local 404. Building 
Service Employees’ Independent Union. 
which had the backing and sanction of the 
American Federation of Labor. The vote. 
with 98 per cent of eligible employees 
expressing an opinion. was 454 to 131. 

Another vote taken during the Belmont 
meeting was of concern to horsemen. This 
was an informal vote taken by racing 
groups to determine the value of a rule 
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which required trainers to name a_ rider 
at the time of entry. or at 1 p.m. the day 


before the race. The strict rule had been 
put into effect in New York at the re- 
quest of the newspapers. which wanted to 
present complete information to the public 
The horsemen had 
agreed that this was a good idea at one of 
The Jockey Club’s roundtable sessions. It 
did not quite work out that way. 

The horsemen found the rule a definite 
hardship. They felt that owners were not 
getting the best rider possible when a 
trainer had to settle for a second-string 
rider to make the deadline. A feeling that 
the rule was too strict came to a head at 
Belmont. Representatives of jockeys. train- 
ers. owners. the press. and management 
met with Marshall Cassidy. The Jockey 
Club steward. to discuss the rule. All felt 
that the rule should be modified. A new 
rule calls for a later deadline and less 
binding commitments. Pat O'BRIEN 


MARYLAND 
Hartack the Man 


Battimore. The silver anniversary run- 
ning of the $10.000-added Maryland Futur- 
ity was billed as Laurel's principal at- 
traction for November 5. but somewhere 
along the line it was obscured in the 
shuffle. Discussions relative to the Wash- 
ington. D. C.. International horses divert- 
ed much attention from the Futurity—but 
in the final analysis it was William John 
Hartack Jr.. who put the feature for Mary- 
land-breds in the shadows. The nation’s 
leading jockey posted 6 wins. a second, 
and a fourth on the day’s 8-race card. 

The Charles Town. W. Va., lad. out 
of Ebensburg. Pa.. has been hot all year. 
but at Laurel he fairly came to a boil. It 
is at the Schapiro-owned track, where he 
broke into the big time and won his first 
major stakes. that he enjoys his best days. 
Last April 18 he accepted 7 mounts and 
A week later he did even 
better. connecting with 6 out of 7 to equal 
the Maryland record held jointly by Earl 
Sande. 6 for 7 at Havre de Grace in 1919, 
and Albert Adams. 6 for 6 at Marlboro 
in 1930. 

Through the first week of the 15-day fall 
meeting Hartack rode in 29 races and won 
12. Those Laurel punters who stuck with 
him all the way—and there were many— 
showed a neat $23.80 profit on $2. bets. 
By Saturday everybody was trying to get 
into the act. The longest price on a 
Hartack mount was 7 to 2. but relief in 
the form of Willie Shoemaker was in 
sight. and Sammy Boulmetis. Johnny Long- 
den. and Eddie Arcaro promised to siphon 
off some of the strong support. For those 
fans of the good-looking 22-year-old rider 
better prices were in the offing. 

In the process of delivering his 6 win- 
ners. bringing his 1955 total to 369. Har- 
tack’s race-riding genius stood out in bold 


as soon as possible. 


won with 5. 


relief. Ironically. one of his best rides 
was a losing one. In the opener, Zevette. 
beaten 10 lengths in her previous start 
and now at 3 to 2. tried to run out on the 
club house turn while in the lead. by 
Tack got her in stride again with 4 
minimum loss of ground. On the _ back. 
stretch the mare appeared trying to ease 
up approaching the gap leading to her 
barn. Despite all this. she finished second, 
beaten only a length. 


The Bump and Grind 


Hartack won the third with the Black 
Gang filly Quite Faney which made a 
show as she tried to sulk and quit in the 
stretch. Tack kept her going to win by 
lengths. 

It was not until the stewards had view. 
ed the films of the Futurity that Har. 
tack’s mount. Rhy Dress. was awarded the 
victory. Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s maiden 
Loser Weeper colt Fun Lover had _ been 
in front all the way and had won by a 
nose but the judges disqualified him for 
bumping the second horse. Rhy Dress. 

Fun Lover attempted to bolt turning for 
home and bore out in the streteh—but Rhy 
Dress simon-pure. either. — All 
through the stretch the colt lugged in. and 
Hartack had his hands full striving to keep 
his mount off Fun Lover. Twice they 
made contact. Since Cutshaw. aboard Fun 
Lover. and Hartack were preoccupied in 
endeavoring to maintain a straight course. 
the final time of 1:1245 was of little 
meaning. 

The fourth win in 12 starts was Rhy 
Dress’ richest. First money of $8.106.66 
very nearly matched his earlier earnings 
and brought his season’s total to $16- 
461.66. 

The Futurity winner is from the local 
stable of Henry H. Hecht. prominent de- 
partment store executive whose family’s 
extensive Hecht Company holdings are 
scattered throughout Baltimore. Washing- 
ton. and New York. Hecht operates his 
stable in 2 divisions. W. O. (Bill) Hicks 
trains the New York-Florida contingent 
and Claude Feltner string in 
Maryland and New Jersey.

The Maryland Futurity winner’s dam. 
*Druidesse Il. now dead. been 
purchased by M. Blackburn, a neighbor 


of the Pistorios. at the Horkheimer 
dispersal at Timonium. Rhy Dress was 
foaled at Blackburn’s farm and was 
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broken at the Pistorio Farm. which 
purchased him as a yearling. He was his 
dam’s last foal. 

The son of The Rhymer—* Druidess? HH. 
py Firdaussi. won his first start for $10.- 
000 in Florida and could have been had 
for $7.000 as late as September 28 at 
\tlantic City. He was slightly worse for 
wear after his bumping match with Fun 
Lover. He was sore and stiff the morning 
after and showed a gash on his left fore 
ankle. While apparently sound. Rhy Dress 
persists in lugging in. and. since he is a 
ridgeling. this may be caused by pinching 
himself. He will be cut this winter. 

The Hechts have 3. stakes-winning 2- 
vear-olds in their modest stable. Besides 
Rhy Dress. there is the Champagne win- 
ner Beau Fond, which has elicited praise 
from Eddie Arearo, and First Cadet. win- 
ner of the Florida Breeders’ Stakes. The 
latter colt was purchased through Hicks 
for $15.000 from the Dickey Stable sale at 
Hialeah last February. He is doing nicely 
after breaking a “wing” in his right fore 
foot. 

Beau Fond was to have been a supple- 
mentary entry in the Garden State Stakes. 
but after an inexplicably poor showing in 
the Trial he was found to be suffering 
from hepatitis. Fortunately the liver ail- 
ment was diagnosed in time. He was given 
an antibotic treatment. and is making a 
rapid recovery. Jor B. Hickey Jr. 


MICHIGAN 


New Owner, Same Managers 


Derroit. The Detroit Race Course has 
been sold. subject to approval by racing 
commissioner James H. Inglis. but there 
won't be any “Under New Management” 
signs on the premises in 1956. 

Although more than 80 per cent of the 
stockholders of the Michigan Racing As- 
sociation voted to sell the corporation’s 
physical assets. the track will continue 


under the same old management. In the 
future. however. the MRA will pay an 


annual rental of $330.000 to the Oxford 
Realty Company for the use of the facili- 
ties, 

“There will be no change in manage- 
ment or in policy for the conduct of rae- 
ing.” said president Dale Shaffer. “We 
will continue to offer Michigan people a 
plant and a racing program of the highest 
possible standards.” 

Under terms of the sale the Oxford 
Realty Company will pay $2.750.000 for 
the track and will lease it back to the 
MRA for 15 years, with an option for 10 
more years. From the sale price the MRA 
will redeem its preferred stock, 

Of the purchase price. $1.500.000. will 
he borrowed by the realty company from 
a Detroit bank. $850.000 will be raised 
through private loans. and $350.000 will be 
put up by the Oxford Realty Co. 

Shaffer, through the Barbara Oil Com- 
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Brookmeade Stable’s home-bred Sailor got his third stakes victory

pany. and George Haggarty. vice president 
of the MRA, will lend the bulk of the 
money to make the sale possible. Barbara 
Oil is a major stockholder in the MRA.

Rising Fast's Ill Luck 


MELBouRNE. The greatest idol of the 
Australian Turf since *Phar Lap was 
desperately unluckly not to have completed 
the unprecedented feat of taking the 
Caulfield Cup-Melbourne Cup double for 
the second year in succession. Rising Fast 
went to the post with 140 pounds on his 
back. at a starting price of 2 to 1. That 
he just failed to win the Melbourne Cup 
was due to the severe buffeting he ex- 
perienced in one of the roughest races 
in the 95-year history of the big 2-miler. 

No horse ever finished more gallantly 
in defeat than Rising Fast. but by the 
time he came on the scene with a grand 
run in the homestretch Neville Sellwood 
had taken such a lead with the lightly 
weighted Toparoa that the favorite got 
only to the winner's quarters at the finish. 
As in the Caulfield Cup. horses bred in 
New Zealand filled the first 3 places. and 
still another was fourth. 

The winner was second favorite at 6 to 
1; Sir William. third. was an outsider at 
66 to 1. Second money in the Melbourne 
Cup raised the earnings of Rising Fast to 
£57.165,. against a purchase price of 350 
guineas. Rising Fast is to keep on racing. 
but only in weight-for-age contests. says 
his owner. who prefers not to have his 
champion crushed under extreme weights 
in the twilight of his career.

When Jean Romanet began to use the 
average-earnings index for stallions in 
France he gave it a new name. le coefficient 
de reussite—the coefficient of success. M. 
Romanet’s term appears in train to become 


international usage. In Lo Sportsman, 
published in Milan for the benefit of 
Italy's horse-players. there appeared 


several weeks ago a commentary by Dr. 
Renato Baserga. of Chicago. under the 
heading. coefficiente di riuscita degli 
stalloni. Dr. Baserga used the Romanet 
terminology because. he said, it was more 
easily translated. 

The author gave a detailed explanation 
of the calculation of the coefficient of 
success. and presented a table showing 
the number of runners. earnings. and 
indexes for the more prominent stallions 
in 1954, together with cumulative indexes 
fer a 3-year period. 

The highest indexes belonged mostly to 
French stallions. and a few English stal- 
lions. with relatively small representation. 
*Norseman, for instance. had 4 runners in 
Italy in 1954, and they earned 13.993.000 
lire. or 4.11 times the expectation based 
on the average of 851.000 lire per runner 
in that vear. The highest-ranking Italian 
stallion with a large number of runners 


(54) was Orsenigo, whose 75,218,000 lire 
made an index of 1.64. Tenerani. with 
22 runners and 28,615,000 lire. had an 
index of 1.53

Some years ago I had a discussion with 
the New York racing secretary who agreed 
that too many early-closing stakes were 
an evil, but he pointed out that he had to 
follow the pattern set by other tracks. 

On the one hand we are talking about 
the evils of over-racing young blood stock. 
and on the other hand we encourage break- 
ing them down in order to ascertain their 
racing quality so that they may be enter- 
ed in early-closing stakes. In any case. the 
early-closing stake books that have already 
reached me this fall would lead me to be- 
lieve that no one intends to pay any atten- 
tion to Mr. Wack’s constructive criticism 
of early-closing stakes.

Henry Knight's first response to the 
question as to what he planned to do after 
his dispersal sale was: “I'm not going to 
do anything.” As anyone familiar with 
Knighthood was aware. this was not to 
be taken literally. The biggest 
trader of recent years Was not going into 
retirement. “I still have to make a living. 
don't I?” he said. “I'll be down to the 
office every day I feel good enough. Alma- 
hurst Farm will keep on functioning as 
as long as I live.

The Knight dispersal of 123 head in 
one day was the biggest sale of the kind. 
in point of numbers. since Audley Farm 
in Virginia disposed of 133 in 
October. 1939. Its dollar total was the 
largest on record, with the exception of 
the L. B. Mayer dispersal. which dwarfs 
all others. Mayer disposed of his stock 
in 4 auctions. In the first of these. on 
February 27. 1947. he sold 60 horses in 
training for $1.549.800. average $25.830.

Almahurst Farm Weanlings 


The crowd for the auction of the Alma- 
hurst Farm weanlings on the night of 
November 3 was considerably smaller than 
the near-capacity attendance for the after- 
noon sale of mares. but it was no less bent 
on business. The 55 weanlings which 
went through the ring—35 of them from 
mares sold during the afternoon—brought 
a total of $363.500. average $6.609. The 
top prices were the highest ever paid for 
weanlings at public auctions in the U. S. 

H. H. (Doc) Mundy paid $34.000 for a 
colt by *Heliopolis out of the young stakes 
winner Roman Miss. Larry S. MacPhail 
went to $32.000 for a *Mahmoud—Un- 
masked colt. and also paid the next-highest 
price. $28.000. for a colt by *Heliopolis— 
Clickety Clack. Three others went for 
more than $20.000. and one of these was a 
twin. the Futurity winner Nail’s half-sister. 
which MacPhail got for $20.500. probably 
a record price for a weanling twin. 

H. S. Finney. at the beginning of the 
afternoon sale. had announced that. of the 
full list of 68 mares and 57. weanlings 
given him by Henry Knight in August. all 
were ready to be sold. with the exception 
of a colt by *Priam I[—Beaukiss. which 
had sustained en injury as a result of being 
cast in its stall. There was one other 
casualty in the course of the sale. The 
colt by War Admiral—Rome Burns. re- 
puted one of the best of the weanlings, 
became frightened as it was being led to 
the sales tent. dragged his handler some 
distance. finally broke away. and crashed 
into a fence. breaking his neck.
